The Graf Zeppelin, Germany’s 
greatest Leviathan of the 
air, 
saluted the capital of the United 
States this afternoon and then 
showed her silvery sides high in 
the air to thousands in 
other 
cities before turning to her wait­ 
ing berth in Lakehurst, N. J. 
Making landfall on the Amer­ 
ican 
continent 
near 
Cape 
Charles, Va., at about 10 o’clock 
the airship cruised up the Ches­ 
apeake and arrived over Wash­ 
ington at 12:21 p. m. Baltimore 
whistles acclaimed her first suc­ 
cessful commercial air crossing 
of the Atlantic at exactly 1 o’­ 
clock. The next city on her call­ 
ing list was Wilmington 
and 
then Philadelphia. 
The dirigible, nearing the end 
of her 6 500 odd mile flight from 
Friedrichshafen, had eclipsed all 
previous records for 
sustained 
flight by her type of aircraft. 
The old Zeppelin record of 101 
hours fell at 7 a. m. The mark 
of the ill fated French Dixmude, 
which had remained aloft 
for 
104 hours was broken at 10 a. m., 
ami the world 
record of 
108 
hours made by the English R-34 
in her westward Atlantic flight 
was in the discard at 2 p. 
m. 
when the Graf Zeppelin was ov­ 
er Elkton, Md.

head of the state conservation 
dep artm ent. 
Approimately 5,000 acres of 
forest land, properly "farm ed’’ 
will mak e a profit of $33,000 
a 
year, Mr. Lieber asserts, as a 
basis for his argum ent tha t In­ 
diana 
eventually 
should 
own 
500,000 acres of forest land. Mr. 
Lieber tak es the stand tha t the 
state should own lands regaid- 
ed as worthless for agricultural 
production. 
The state forest at Henryville 
was bought for an average price 
of $8.50 an acre and the 4,700 
acre 
tract 
is 
conservatively 
valued at $16 an acre, besides 
which, it has provided more than 
1,000,000 trees for reforestation 
and has a capacity 
of 1,000,000 
seedlings a year. More than 50,- 
000 persons visited the forest in 
19 28, 
dem onstrating 
its

creational value.

Income from thinnings on 
to 
acres this year showed a net p ro­ 
fit in cross ties of $1,621 or $21.61 
an acre, according to Wilcox. It 
is estim ated that this can bo 
done each ten years, thus giving 
an income of $2.16 an acre each 
year.

PAVED HIGHWAYS ARE SAFER. 


Paved highways today are much more safer 


for the motoring public than were the roads of 
a few years ago, due to several things that have 
entered into the building of roads and automo- 
biles. 


Today the greatest danger lurks from those 


who drive into a paved highway from the side 
roads, and disregard the traffic that is sweep- 
ing by. More accidents are caused today from 
cross road smashes 
than any other 
source. 


Motorists should always remember that the main 
traveled highway has the 
right-of-way, es- 


pecially if there is a stop sign on the side road. 


A few years ago fast driving was exceptional- 


ly dangerous on all roads, but today very few 
accidents happen on good roads, due to fast 
driving. The motor cars are made to withstand 
the high rate of speed, while a few years ago 
motorists were 
pushing them beyond their 


limits. 


With the well made and well balanced cars 


today, there should be few road accidents on the 
straight road, if every motorist kept on his side 
and maintained a pace consistent with other 
vehicles, and if those coming out of the side 
roads would be more cautious in their driving. 


In this connection, also, the state highway 


between here and Indianapolis, and the same is 
true on all paved roads, go to a big expense in 
building up wide berms along the cement.

Wagons and horse drawn vehicles have an equal 
right to their portion of the-paving, and they 
should not drag along on the grass and ruin the 
hard work-that it takes in'keeping up that part 
of the roadway.

Returns on Indiana's timber 
rbp^n state forests amount-to a 
substantial sum each year and 
may pay a good margin of profit i 
on the money invested in laud, 
according to figures compiled by 
R F Wilcox, state forester, and 
submitted to Richard Lieber, 
head of the state conservation 
department. 
Approimately 5,000 acres of 


forest land, properly "farmed- 
will make a profit of $33,000 a 
year, Mr. Lieber asserts, as a 
ijasis for his argument that In- 
diana eventually should own 
500 000 acres of forest land. Mr. 
Lieber takes the stand that the 
state should own lands regard- 
ed as worthless for agricultural 
production. 
The state forest at Henryvillc- 


was bought for an average price 
of $8.50 an acre and the 4,700 
acre tract 
is conservatively 


valued at $16 an acre, besides 
which, it has provided more than 
1000 000 trees for reforestation 
and has a capacity of 1,000 000 
seedlings a year. More than 50,- 
000 persons visited the forest in 
1928, 
demonstrating 
its 
re- 


creational value. 
Income from thinnings on 7o 


acres this year showed a net pro- 
fit in cross ties of $1,621 or $21.61 
an acre, according to Wilcox. it 
is estimated that this can be 
done each ten years, thus giving 
an income of $2.16 an acre each 
year The final crop, it is es- 
timated, would be worth $300 an 
acre on a 60-year rotation, of $5 
an acre a year. 
Administration of large tracus 


is advised. This plan 
reduces 


overhead and increases forest ef- 
ficiency, as a single fire tower 
and personnel can care for 100,- 
000 acres as well as 1,000. 
State ownership of abandoned 


lands is seen as the answer to 
the reforestation problem, as the 
private owner cannot afford to 
pay even the small cost of refor- 
estation. The system also pro- 
vides a future income for the 
state.
